DEBATING IRELAND. 


MR. ROBINSON THROWS HIMSELF 
INTO THE BREACH 


And Demands Satisfaction or Sanguinary War With 
England—Mild Assistance Rendered by Mr. 
Cox—Mr. Blount, of Georgia, Gives the 
Detate ea Sensible Turn, 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 
Wasuinoton, April 25.—A curious spectacle 
was presented at the capitol to-day. While 
the senate was pouring outits denunciations 
on the Chinese, the house was glorifying the 
Irish. Mr. Blount, of Georgia spoke well for 
the committee on foreign affairs, protesting 
against taking from the committee the resolu- 
tion on American suspects in British prisons, 
and acting hastily on it in the house. He 
showed that since the committee had been 
examining into the subject the department of 
state had quickened up, and all would prob- 
ably now gd right. The speech had much to 
do with the passage of the compromise reso- 
lution, There wasno danger of hot-headed 
haste. F. H. R. 


MONEY FOR THE RIVER. 


The Senate Passes the $6,000,000 Bill—The Chinese 
Bill Under Consideration. 

WasuinctTon, April 25.—In the Senate re- 
ports from conmmittees were made and dis- 
posed of as follows: By Mr.,Aldrich, from the 
committee on finance, adversely to the bill to 
refund to the North Carolina railroad compa- 
ny moneys unlawfully collected from it by 
the United States. Calendar. Afterthe close 
of the morning business, the senate resumed 
consideration of the Mississippi river im- 
provement bill appropriating $6,000,000. All 
the pending amendments to increase the ap- 

ropriation and to apply part of the money 

or the benefit of the levee system were with- 
drawn, and the bill passed by a viva voce vote 
without objection. 
THE CHINESE BILL, 

After a struggle for precedence, the senate 
took up the house Chinese bill, the first ques- 
tion being on concurrence in numerous 
amendments reported by the foreign relations 
committee. All of the committee amend- 
ments down to the two last sections, the 14th 
and 15th, were agreed to as read. The com- 
mittee amendment strikingout the 14th sec- 
ti which prohibits any state or United 
States court from admitting the Chinese to 
citizenship was rejected and the section re- 
tained. eas 26, nays 32. The committee 


r 


amendment stnking out the 15th sec: 
tion, which detines the words 
‘Chinese laborers’ wherever used 


in the act to mean both skilled and unskilled 
laborers and Chinese employed in mining, 
was carried by yeas 29, nays 28. The vote 
was a party one except that Mr. Miller. of 
California, Mr. Jones, of Nevada, and Mr. 
Cameron, of Wisconsin, voted no with the 
democrats. Mr. Davis, of Illinois, voted aye 
with the republicans. The amendment hav- 
ing been gone through with in committee of 
the whole itwas reported to the senate with 
calls for separate votes on some of the amend- 
ments. After speeches by Mr. Hoar and Mr. 
Morgan the bill wentover. Aiteran execu- 
tive session the senate adjourned. 
NOMINATIONS. 

The president to-day nominated John W. 
Howell. to be collector of customs for the 
district of Fernandina. Florida; Ben. J. Mo- 
rey, of Louisiana, to be assistant appraiser of 
the district of New Orleans, La.; John S. 
Wise, attorney of the United States for the 
eastern district of Virginia; Rutledge P. Hu- 
ghes to be marshal of the United States for 
the eastern district of Virginia. 


IRELAND IN CONGRESS. 


Mr. Rebtuseon Takes Up Another Day With His 
American Suspect Hesolttions. 

Wasuineton, April 25.—In the house, Mr. 
Calkins, of Indiana, chairman of the commit- 
tee on eléctions, called up the contested elec- 
tion case of Lynch vs.Chalmers. Mr. Ather- 
ton, of Uhio; a minority member of the com- 
mittee, stated that he was not physically able 
to proceed with the discussion to-day, where- 
upon Mr. Calkins said he would proceed for 
one hour and then allow the case to lie ovér. 
Mr. Randall raised the question of considera- 
tion, upon which a vote was taken and. the 
house refused—yeas 97, nays 121, co consider 
the election case. Mr. Carlisle offered a 
resolution reciting the fact of 
the removal of Andrew Devine, 
one of the official stenographers of the house, 
and that itis stated on the ‘part of Devine 
that the action of the speaker does not con- 
stitute a removal ‘‘for cause’ within the 
meaning of the rule, and instructing the com- 
mittee on the judiciary to make a full inqui- 
ry into the case of Devine, and the validity 
of the action of the speaker, and report at 
any time their conclusions, with such recoiw- 
mendations as they may deem proper. Adopt- 


ed. 
THE AMERICAN SUSPECTS. 


The resolution offered by Mr. Robin- 
son, of New York, yesterday dis- 
charging the committee on foreign 


affairs from further consideration of the reso- 
lution aski for executive information 
touching the imprisonment of American cit- 
izéns abroad, was then taken up. Mr. Rob- 
inson read a preamble and a series of reso- 
lutions which he would offer if the resolu- 
tion of recall be adopted, and spoke in con- 
demnation of the course of our government 
in the matter of the imprisoned suspects in 
Ireland. He demanded the recall of Minister 
Lowell, and the serving upon England of 
notice that the suspects claiming American 
must have instant trial or release, 
and in the event of such notice not being 
complied with, Mr. Rebinson would fight. 
Mr. Cox, of New York, followed Mr. Robin- 
son,tc the same effect, but in a milder speech. 
THE OTHER SIDE. 

Mr. Orth, of Indiana, chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs, having charge of 
the subject. said that this question was one 
of the most delicate and interesting questions 
before congress, but he begged of the house 
to inform itself of the true status of the ques- 
moved to dis- 


tion before it 
charge the committee from its further 
consideration. He wanted the house to be 


fully and thorougtily posted with regard to 
the consequence of its aetion and to know 
when it starts on a journey where it will lead. 
He did not want this government to be com- 
pelled tu take a backward track. He had 
sympathy with the Irish people, and with all 
eoples who were deprived of their rights, 
ut there was a great difference between sym- 
pathy and duty. This government, in view 
of its treaty obligations could not use its sym- 
pathy to foment trouble in a neighboring 
country. He defended the president, the 
state department and the foreign relations 
committee from the imputations cast upon it, 
and said that all had been diligently studying 
the problem, which proved to be the most in- 
tricate and delicate which had entered into 
eur diplomacy since the close of the war. To 
show the importance of the house being in 
ion of the information before it acted 


on such an important question, he 
declared that McEnery, one of the 
men # included in the resolution, was 
not an American citizen, and _ that 


another, O’Mahoney at the time of_ his ar- 
rest, was holding an office in Great Britain. 
The house was called upon to demand the 
release of a man wlio was ‘not an American 
citizen, and he warned the house that when 
one nation made ademand on another she 
must be prepared to take the consequences of 
that demand. The state department realized 


the importance of the question whether the 


house did or not. He was-atcredited with no 
confidential authority, but he could’ imagine 
a partyjin Great Britain which was watching 
every movement of the Gladstone government 
and would be only too glad on the pretense of 
undue partiality to American citizens 
to move a vote of want of confidernce in re- 
spect to the actsof the Gladstone government. 
It was barely possible that that government 
was between the devil and the deep blue sea 
on thisquestion. There might be a party in 
Great Britain whose highest desire would be 
to marshal its squadrons and crush Ireland 
under the hoof of relentless war. It was well 
to pause and consider whether this was just 
the time to vote a resolution of demand or 
defiance to the British government. The ne- 
gotiations were still going on by cable dis- 
patches, and if the house would forbear even 
until next week the committee hoped to be 
able to report back the resolution with intel- 
ligence that the entire number of American 
prisoners were released. 
ANOTHER KESOLUTION OF INQUIRY. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, offered the follow- 
ing resolution as a substitute for Mr. Rebin- 
son’s resolution: 

“That the president of the United States be 
requested to communicate to this house any 
additional correspondence with the British 
government on file in the state department im 
reference to the alleged imprisonment of citi- 
zens of the United States in [reland,.and that 
the president be requested to continue his ef- 
forts for the prompt release or prompt trial of 
any citizen who may now remain unjustly 
imprisoned in Ireland by the government of 
Great Britain.”’ 

SENSE FROM MR. BLOUNT. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, opposed Mr. Robin- 
son's resolution because it presented a ques- 
tion which might involve the country in a 
tremendous conflict with the British govern- 
ment. He presumed if the president should 
make a prompt demand, the gentlemen who 
were now criticising the committee wust be 
prepared to stand by the administration in 
that demand and by the gentleman from New 
York (Mr. Robinson) when he said: “If your 
demand is declined, I mean war.’’ This was 
a matter between two of the greatest nations 
on the globe. If war should come between 
them it would be no child’s play. This gen- 
eration knew what war meant, and 
the American people did not want it unless 
it should come on just grounds, but if this 
demand was made in good faith he trusted 
there would be no retrocession, that the 
United States would not make itself con- 
temptible with empty boasting. In conclu- 
sion-he defended and justified the action of 
the committee on foreign affairs. He was 
followed in the same vein by Mr. Wilson, of 
West Virginia, and the debute was closed by 
Mr. Robinson, of New York, who withdrew 
his resolution, The resolution offered by Mr. 
Cox as a substitute wa3 then adopted without 
civision. Adjourned.

A VOICE FROM DUNDALK. 


Lays Uls Lash on, Lowell and the 
New Yerk Times. 


To the Editor of the World, 

Sir: The Dublin Freeman’s Journal pub- 
lishes an article from the New York Times 
commenting on the meeting held in that 
city expressing sympathy with American 
citizens now in British bastiles, in which 
I find the words: ‘‘McSweeney inciting to 
murder.’’? As I am the only American of that 
name who has been a victim of the cruel co- 
ercion policy of the, brutal British min- 
istry in this country, I may fairly pre- 
sume the Times refers to me. When the 
anti-famine agitation broke out in this coun- 
try I took my stand by the people and express- 
ed my sympathy for them in their struggle 
for existence and when “‘sentence of death’ 
was being passed on them. A special detec- 
tive was at once detailed by the government 
to dog my steps. He had strict orders not to 
lose sight of me. He followed me wherever I 
went, even into church; he attended all the 
meetings at which I spoke, and took down 
carefully every word I said from the break 
ing out of the agitation until 1 was cast into 
this dungeon about eleven months ago. With 
all this system of espionage, spies and paid 
professional informers, the British govern- 
ment was unable to charge me with any crime. 
The charge in the warrant under which I was 
arrested is ‘‘attending an illegal meeting;’’ 
tnat is, a -quiet, orderly, peaceable, 
constitutional meeting, held for the 
purpose of protesting against any more 
famines in this country, and asking the Brit- 
ish government not to carry off all the food 
out of the country. When Mr. Lowell re- 
turned my certificate of citizenship stating 
that I was only a ‘“‘naturalized citizen of the 
United States,’”’ and not an American citizen, 
and that in his opinion it was absurd for me 
to claim protection trom the United States 
government, adding with asneer that my 
“dungeon was not worse than that in which 
others were confined’ this was hard enough 
and humiliating for an American, but it re- 
mained for an American editor, who could 
not possibly have known anything about the 
circumstances of my case, to inilict a sting 
which sank deeper into my heart in this

loathsome dungeon than any pun- 
ishment the loodthirsty British gov- 
ernment could inflict. I asked myself 
the question: ‘‘Are the descendants 


of the tory traitors in America who fought 
against their own eountry stillin sympath 
with England? Are they aiding and abetting 
them in their murderous policy of coercion 
and famine; and, above all, are they encour- 
aging themto imprison American citizens 
who committed no crime?’ With regard to 
the insinuatsons of the New York Times,that 
I was guilty of any crime, I will say that if 
the man of the Times is correctly reported his 
charge is false, mean and cowardly; and that 
if I outlive my sentence—that is, providing - 
the ‘‘coercion act’? is not renewed—I will 
give the Times man an ,opportunity of con- 
vincing a New York jury whether I ever was 
guilty of any crime, much less of ‘“‘inciting 
to murder.” D. McSweeney.

OKLAHOMA, 


The Opening of the Indian Territery to Settlement— 
Captain Payne's Suit. 


Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune. 

Wicuita, Kas., April 12.—Captain Dave 
Payne, the irrepressible Oklahoma boomer, is 
now here fora short time, and expects to re- 
turn to the Oklahoma lands in the Indian ter- 
ritory in a few days. Captain Payne has his 
homestead located on the north fork of the 
Canadian river, a house built, his garden 
planted, corn growing, and potatoes out of 
the ground. He'will return, accompanied by 
some twenty wagon-loads of settlers from this 
county, and about the same number from 
Cowley and Sumner counties. During his 
last sojourn in the territory Payne was not 
disturbed by the nativnal troops—his greatest 
annoyance being from wandering bands of 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes, not hostile, but 
bent on stealing something. 

A late decision of Judge McCrary, of the 
United States circuit court, is to the effect 
that only those lands actually reserved by 
the United States by treaty for the purposes 
of occupancy by the Indians as reservations 
are Indien lands and a portion of the Indian 
country. The terms of this decision by di- 
rect implication do not include th® ceded 
lands of the Indian Territory, known as the 
“Oklahoma lands.’ This, then, is but an- 
other step toward the final opening of these 
lands to white settlement. At first, and for 
several years past, the government has har- 
rassed intending settlers and Oklahoma col- 
onists with troops. This order of things has 
now ceased, and settlers are no longer inter- 
fered with by government soldiers. 

The next step toward the opening of these 
lands to settlement, and the final opening of 
the entire Indian territory, 1s the éstablish- 
mentof the United States district court at 
Wichita, Kansas, with territorial jurisdiction 
over the ceded lands and the northern portion 
of the Indian territory. This will toa very 
large extent check those lawless characters 
who haveoverrun the southern borders-of 
Kansas, committing all sorts of crimes within 
the state,and fleeing to and finding a safe 
refuge in the Indian nation—very seldom, if 
ever, being brought to justice. 

The great cattle men of the country have 
also discovered the general availability of the 
soil, climate and grass of the Indian territory. 
While somewhat averse to having the great 
range broken up—being content, year after 
year, to range their cattle here, paying to the 
Indians atax of fifty cents a head on the cattle 
ranged each year—yet they all must acknowl- 
edge that this territory, centrally located 
among the states and territories of the union, 
can be developed into the finest agricultural 
section of America. 

Captain Payne informs your representatite 
that he isin constant communication wit 
many distinguished men in congress and 
throughout the country concerning the Okla- 
yoma question; that he is much surprised 
that the matter is so little understood by 
members of congress and public men gener- 
ally; and that he is pleased to mark -a grow- 
ing interest upon the subject. Payne has: 
given this matter his exclusive attention for 
the last four years, and he declares that he 
will never relinquish the project until he sees 
the entire Indian territory opened to white 
sentiment. He wiil press his suit against 
General John Pope, which is an action for 
damages for Payne’s appreheusion and arrest 
on what he claims was a portion of the public 
domain, aud his subsequent confinement in 
Fort Smith, Ark., for his invasion of the In- 
dian territory, under a penal section of the: 
United States; and. under the very recent de- + 
cision of Judge McCrary, Captain Payne seems 
to have General Pope “on the hip” in the 
matter. By act of congress approved June 138. 
1878, the army are prohibited see acting asa 
Section 
15 of that act is as follows: 

Section 15. From and after the passage of 
this act it shall not be lawful to employ any 
part of the army of the United States asa 
posse comitatus or otherwise, for the purpose 
of executing the laws, except in such cases 
and under such eircumstances as such em- 
ployment of said force may be expressly au- 
thorized by the constitution or by act of con- 
gress; and no money appropriated by this act 
shall be used to pay any of the expenses in- 
curred in the employment of any troops in 
violation of this section, and any person wil- 
fully violating the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding $10,000, or imprisonment 
not exceeding two years, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.”

THE BRITISH BUDGET, 
Mr. Gladstone Explains the Nature of the Revenue 


Deficits. 
LONDON, oe 25.—On the presentation of 
the budget, Mr. Gladstone satd further that 


the condition cf trade could not be called un- 
satisfactory, buf the effetts of its improve 
meat upon the revenue of ‘the country was 
sluggish. He attributed the symptom not to 
a diminution of the resources of the country 
but to the absence of those extreme prices 
which marked the previous period of pros- 
perity. The total expenditure for the past 
a including the supplementary estimates, 
1ad been computed at 86,190,000 pounds. The 
actual expenditure was 85,472,000 or 718,900 
pounds less than the estimates. But 
the comparison of the expenditure of 
1881-2, with that of 1880-1, was ntwre serious, 
as it showed an augmentation of over 2,250,000 
pounds. The total revenue, which had been 
estimated at 35,100,000 pounds, shad actually 
been 85,822,000 pounds. The surplus of the 
revenue over the expenditure was thus 350,000 
pounds. 
FOR THE COMING YEAR. 

The expenditure for the coming year was 
estimated at 84,630,000 pounds, which would 
include 180,000 pounds added to pay for the 
forces in Ireland; 90,000 pounds on accountof 
Cyprus, ete. There wasa relief of 2,250,000 

unds in the war charges, and 
thus the estimates of the expenditure would 
have beem still further below those of last 
year but for certain permanent increases, such 
as an increase of 450,000 pounds required for 
Irish rates, including those for the police, 
resident magistrates and the land courts, and 
an increase of 107,000 pounds for charges on 
account of postal telegraphs, and another of 
85,000 pounds for reduction of the debt. 

AN ERA OP EXTEAVAGANCE. 

Mr. Gladstone regretted the growing popa- 
lar indifference in regard tothe increase of 
expenditures. He thought the system of 
framing the estimates on the sole responsi- 
bility of. the ministers had not worked satis- 
factory: The Americans, he said, had shown 
extraordinary vigor and fortitude in reducing 
their debt, and in bearing heavy taxation for 
that. pu He thought our modern bis- 
tory was hardly go creditable.

P Gets Into T: 
A New York Bank Kote, Punter Into Trouble 


Ricumonp, Va. April 24.—A warrant was 
issued yesterday upon the affidavit of 8. 
Brown Allen, auditor public accodnts, for the 
arrest of G. H. Kendell, ma rof the Ken- 
dell bank note any gt of New York, ona 
charge of offering the auditor a bribe to in- 
fluence his vote as a member of the board of 
sinking fund commissioners, in favor of the 
bid of the Kendell company for printing the 
bonds, etc., to be issaed under the Riddleber- 
ger funding bill. The contract was given the 
Kendell company on the 20th, Allen voting 
against it, and the matter was then brought 
before the legislature, which adjourned with- 
out taking action. Kendell will appear be- 
fore the police court to-day. An injunction 
has been obtained, but is not recorded, by At- 
torney-General Blair, restraining the board of 
finance commissioners from executing the 
contract with Kendell, on the ground of the 
unlawful solicitation of Allen. 

THE ANSWER TO ALLEN'S CHARGES, 

At a meeting of the board of sinking fund 
commissioners this afternoon, Second Auditor 
H.H. Disen and Treasurer D. R. Rixely, con- 
stituting a majority of the board, filed an an- 
swer to Anditor Allen's protest against award- 
ing to the Kendall bank note company of 
New York for engraving and printing the new 
bonds, etc., to be used in funding the state 
debt. In their answer detailing the manner 
in which the contract was awarded . to 
the lowest bidder, — say that 
30 far as the allegation con- 
tained, in Auditor Allen’s protest that 
George H. Kendall approached him with

five thousand dollars, advanced toassist in 
paying the capitation tax of 
voters to help United States Sena- 
tor Mahone in his litical campaign ; 
that certain members of his (Allen’s) party 
had sold short bonds of the state of Virginia,

A BROKEN SKULL.

Silk Culture in Columbus. 
From the Columbus, Ga., Times. 

The importance of this industry is daily 
being recognized, and many persons are pay- 
ing attention to it in a small way. any 
ladies in different sections of the country are 
turning their attention as it properly comes 
in their department of domestic. affairs. 
Some of the prettiest silk we ever saw, was 
home raised: and twisted... Mr. J. Cooley and 
wife who liveion Front street, near the Mus- 
cogee mills, purchased in February forty 
thousand silk worm eggs, and have been rais- 
ing worms. Their home is small and they 
have. yery little space to devote to it. They 
propose to raise and sell the eggs. It is a very 
interesting study. The worms are sepa- 
rated and arranged in shallow pasteboard 
boxes, according to.size, and are fed at regular 
intervals, with the bearing mulberry leaves 
in the absence of the “‘morus multicalus,”’ 
which are just as good for raising purposes, 
though not so, good for;jsilk, making, Mrs. 
Cooley has constructed a lot of little ‘se pe 
cornicopias, in which each worm is placed as 
soon as it gets ready to spin itself into co- 
coons.. It is the neatest way we have yetseen 
for preserving the cecoons, It.takes from 250 
to 300 cocoons to weigh a pound, and they sell 
at $2.50 per pound. The eggs sell at about;$1 
per thousand. It looks.like a very slow pro- 
cess for money making, at a glance, but 
take it into consideration that it requires 
no capital and very little time and attention, 
it is quite profitable. The silk worm only 
lays about three hundred eggs during life, and 
these hatch out and the process goes on ad 
infinitum. 

Weare glad to see the industry inaugurated 
and hope to see it increase to large propor- 
tions. Wehave_in the south ‘every advan- 
tage for this branch of sa aeryt b adaptability 
for growing the plant .to feed the worms, and 
ce to propagate the species. Mrs, 
Dr. D. A, Ware, and several others to our 
knowledge,are makinga success of silk raising.

Camp—A Talk With Dr. Harris, 
the Physitian in Charge. 


Yesterday was the busiest day of the season 
since the small-pox scarce began, Almost+ 
the entiré force of doctors in the city were” 
busy vaccinating persons, going over the old 
ground to a certain extent, but still vaccinat- 
ing hundreds that. had never been touched 
before. The course of the disease here has 
shown'that the person vaccinated is the per- 
son removed from the danger of small-pox. 
and with a few more days like yesterday 
he material for the disease in Atlanta will 
The only way in which 
vaccination can be effectually done is for each 
man who reads this this morning to determine 
at once whether every person in any way de- 
pendent on or associated with him has been 
yaceinated; if not, let him see that it igs done 
at once. 
ihe fact that there were no new cases on 
yesterday, despite the cold weather, argues 
well for the city. There were hundreds of 
rumors floating about town, but when run 
down to their source were found to have 
nothing in them. The situation, as it is, is 
presented by our reporters below: 

Not a single case of small-pox, was devel- 
oped yesterday, although the usual number 
of groundless ramors were afloat. These ru- 
mors are noW taken with a due amount of 
allowance by the people although the physi- 
cians and inspectors carefully investigated 
every reported or suspicious case. Early 
yesterday morning it was reported that there 


- were six new cases, five of them in the first 


ward. The report was investigated by Dr, 
Martin, whe visited every house at which 
there was @ case supposed to be small-pox. 
Not acase was found. Several cases of meas- 
les were discovered and in many instances 
the suspected cases were of no more conse- 
quence than headache while in othefs, the 
reports were wholiy without foundation. 

‘accinnation progressed finely yesterday. 
About 175 persons were vaccinnated at the 
public office by Doctor Logan, but this is only 
a small proportion of the number vaccinated 
in the qty during the day. Hvery physician 
was busy, and one who is in a position to 
make a fair estimate, gave it as his belief that 
not less than fifteen persons were vaccinated 
in Atlanta yesterday. At this rate it would 
not take long to vaccinate the entire unpro- 
tected part of the population. The colored 
people are just awakening to the importance 
of vaccination and are rapidly coming for- 
ward and being vaccinated. 

The fellowing circular was issued by the 
beard of health yesterday:

The board of health earnesily ask your aid and 
co-operation in securing, as nearly as possible, a 
perfeot sanitary condition of the city, and in sup- 
pressing, at the earliest practicable moment, the 
small-pex which has gained, to a limited extent, a 
foothold in the community. 

To the accomplishment of thisend yeu are re- 
quested to give your persenal supervision to the 
immediate and thorough cleansing of your prem- 
ises; andto have yourself, the members of your 
family aud your seryants—includingwasher-women 
and their famiiles. who do not live on yeur prem- 
—— ptly vaccinated and revaccinated. 

Perfect vaccination affords positive and complete 
protection against this dreaded disease, and is the 
only known preventive; therefore, 'o facHlitate its 
general employment, an oftice for free vaccination 
has been estublished at the pelice headquarters, on 
Pryor street. It will be open daily, until further 
notice, from 10 to 4 o'clock, and all persons—white 
or colered—who apply will be vaccinated without 
charge. AAdiienal atraanemen ts will be made for 
public vaccination, which will be announced in 
the newspapers, as soon as the necessary amount of 
virus can be obtained. 

You are further requested to report to the board 
of health, the inspectors, or at the polise station 
house, all cases of suspicious sickness which may 
atany ime come to your knowledge.

The children gam- 
bolled on the grass or played mamble-peg in 
There was no 
discontent at the quarantine camp, Tbe men 
had ahousea short distance above the tent 
occupied by the women and children. The 
reporter and Dr. Baird stopped at the camp 
and sent over te the hospital for Dr. Harris, 
the physician in.charge of the small-pox pa- 
tients. The hospital is a tworoom 
building which sits in a grove of pines a few 
hundred yards from the road. The rooms 
are very large,and the patients are not crowd- 
ed to an extent that interferes with their 
comfort. Dr. Harris appsonee in sight, but 
cautiously seated himself by the roadside in 
speaking distance Of the reporter, who pro- 
ceeded “to engineer an interview at long 
range. Dr. Harris said in answer to an in- 
quiry:

Fine talking is good in its place. It is en- 
joyed here, for men everywhere love to hear 
the mellow music of oratory, but 
the man who comes to congress 
to talk himself to fame will find his task a 
hard one. In, both the senate and the house 
some of the mien who exert the greatest con- 
trol of affairs are seldom heard. They sit 
quietly by while windy harangues are made 
by the loquacious politicians, but when the 
measure is passed somehow it embodies their 
views. Some of the niost gifted men in 
either body have damaged themselves this 
session by too free indulgence of their 
tongues and could say the best of things now 
to no effect. 

COMMITTEE WORK. 

It is often remarked with reason that the 
best work must be done in the committee 
room. It is there the difference shows 
between the clear head, the quick determina- 
tien, the firm will of the man of action and 
the frothy fancy of the mere man of words. 
Yhe strange power of commanding their fe]- 
lows, born in some men, is shown no where 
quicker than it is here. Reputation acquired 
elsewhere is valuable only as an introduction. 
[t gives opportunities, and if they are wasted 
the new man falls to the grade of his value in 
congress, 

THE PECULIAR FITNESS, 

I am not saying that these estimates are in- 
fallible, oreven better than those in other 
fields, but merely asserting that a peculiar 
fitness is required to attain eminence in con- 
gress. A lawyer’s fame may be more perma- 
nent and may indicate a higher degree of 
greatness, but a mere lawyer cannot cope with 
the difticulties of a congressional career. The 
quick-witted, smooth-tongue prince of the 
hustings cam manage to get to congress per- 
haps as often as he chooses, for people will 
vote for the man who pleases them, but he 
must look for his glory in his campaigns and 
not in the area to which they elevate him, if 
he is only the fluent and happy talker. 

THE INDISPENSABLE, 

Oae of the indispensables, of course, is in- 
dustry. A congressman, to keep the run of 
atfairs, has nu time to waste. If he becomes 
a leader, he must work like a steam engine. 
The demands on his time by his party and 
position here are enough to keep hiur busy. 
Add the myriad wants and fancies of his 
constituents and you absor’ all of his days 
and most of his nights. Mr. Bayard said in a 
speech in the senate the other day he wished 
some accurate description could be given of a 
congressmam’s daily life in Washington. It 
is a tread-mill. No man who does tris duty 
here finds it a soft life. A good practice at 
law or an active commercial business is sacri- 
ficed often by the acceptance of these absurb- 
ing responsibilities. Yet so strong is the po- 
litical passion in the American that he sel- 
dom voluntarily retires from this tield. Its 
high prestige, its different degrees of power 
and pre-eminence, its contests and _ al- 
lurements of excitement are seductive and 
once enjoyed are dear forever. The worn out 
old stagers talk of rest but the most of them 
are willing to die ia harness. fuccess inp 
congress cannot be easily grasped by even 
the most gifted. They who seem to find 
the prize waiting in their way really win 
itin the eld way—theonly way it can be at- 
tained. Ticaid men have te face most disa- 
greeable tests. The house is a rough and 
tumble comeern very often. Pure cheek isa 
good thing there. 

LONG S®@RVICE. 

A long service gives almost invaluable ex- 
perience, One session seldom does more than 
introducea man. His good chanees begin to 
come with the second, but two 
or three terms are generally necessary to 
put him forward. A eongressmar once well 
in the harmess has great advantages in his 
familiarity with the complicated machinery 
of legislation and in the extended personal 
acquaintance among his peers. It is observed 
that young men, asarule, fly inte frequent 
display instead of laying the basis for solid 
work. They speak too much and_ too 
much to the galleries instead of the 
house. Naturally they are niore impatient 
and do not work so steadily in the hard 
cesses of legislation as their less passiotitte 
seniors. Modesty and industry are the best 
= stones for the young congressman, 
but he generally scorns to step and tries to 
fly right up with the eagle’s spread and 
scream. 

The numberof young men in congress is in- 
creasing. This is the youngest set ever known 
in Washington. 

WESTERN CONGRESSMEN, 

Western congressmen are generally pure 
oliticians or rich men who bought their way 
1ere. New England is fond of choosing good 
merchants and bankers-men who can keep up 
a good tariff and financier well in congress for 
their section, The south sends all sorts—gen- 
erally smart lawyers and poor men. The ele- 
ments mingle with surprising readiness, 
making a conglomerate with always much fine 
material in it and much common stuff. The 
pretty speakers come from the south and 
west. The shrewd parliamentarians and 
manipulators are from New England. Each 
section has its big brains and its wide influ- 
ence. Each its low demagogue and weak- 
minded accidents. 

The present house is considered about an 
average. Thesenate is weaker than it has 
been inalong time. Ten or twelve men sit 
there only because they were rich enough to 
pay their way in. Little more than a year 
ago the democrats had Thurman, Eaton, 
Whyte, McDonald and Randolph; the repub- 
licans, Blaine, Conkling and Carpenter. 
Every one of them are gone now, and their 
successor a conspicuously inferior man. Be- 
sides these the most eloquent of the orators 
in these palmy days are away; the fastest ris- 
ing leader among those giants is also absent. 
The one suffering from the surgeons fearfu] 
gash and the otl.er seeking rest for his over- 
taxed frame in the soft breezes of south Geor- 
gin. .

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GENERAL CONFERENCE 


OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL 
| CHURCH, SOUTH, 

T> Teke Place at Nashville a Week from To-Day—A 
Sketch of the History and Progress of the Sev- 
eral General Conferences—The Line of 
Division—The Petersburg Meeting. 


The ninth quadrennial session of the gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church south will convene in Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, May 3, being the first Wednesday in 
May, 1831. At the general conference held 
in the city of New York, May, 1844, then rep- 
resenting the whole Methodist Episcopal 
church in the United States, the church was 
divided into two separate ecclesiastical bodies 
on a “plan of separation” agreed upon by the 
general conference. The occasion of the sep- 
aration grew out of the deposition of Bishop 
James O. Andrew, D.D., from the episcopal 
office on account of his connection with 
slavery. Aline of division was agreed on, 
and the great Methodist family parted north 
and south. The southern division held a con- 


vention in the city of Louisville, Ky., in 1845 

and proceeded to organize an independent ec- 

clesiastival body, under the name and title of 

“The Methodist Episcopal Church South.” 
THE FIRST CONFERENCE, 

The first general conference of the Southern 
church was held in the city of Petersburg, 
Va., May,1846. The session was heldin the old 
Union street Methodist church, near Jarratt’s 
hotel, now occupied by a congregation of color- 
ed Methodists. At that first general conference 
Bishops Soule and Andrew—the two bishops 
who adhered to southern Methodism—pre- 
sided. The conference was composed of 97 
clerical delegates from fifteen annual confer- 
ences in the southern states. 

But few of the men are now living who 
were members of the general conference of 
1846. The great pulpit orator, Rev. Henry 
Bascom, of Kentucky, and that wonderful 
man, the Rev. Lovic Pierce, D. D., of Geor- 
gia, together with such men as the Rev. Wm. 
J , D. D., of South Carolina; Rev. 

DD. D., of Tennessee; 
G. teen, «Ba. 2h ee 
North Carolina, and many others of kindred 
ability, now no more, were members of that 
body. At that conference the Rev. Robert 
Paine, D.D., then president of the LaGrange 
college, in west Tennessee, and the Rev. Wil- 
liam Capers. D.D., of the South Carolina con- 
ference, were elected additional bishops in 
the southern church. Bishop Paine is still 
living. Bishop Capers is dead. There has 
been a wonderful growth of southern Metho- 
dism since that day, now thirty-six years ago. 
Then there were but fifteen annuai confer- 
ences in southern Methodism; now there are 
thirty-nine conferences. Then less than 2,000 
traveling preachers or regular pastors; now 
6,804. Then but 350,000 church members, 
150,000 of whom were negroes; now about 
900,000 white members. 
SINCE 1850, 

The general conferences since that session 
have been successively held as follows: In 1850 
the conference was held in St. Louis, Mo., at 
which Rev. Henry Bascom, D. D., was elect- 
ed bishop. He lived but a few months after 
his election. May, 1854, the general confer- 
ence was held in Columbus, Georgia, at which 
the Rey. Geo. F. Pierce, D. D., of Gecrgia, 

tev. John Early, D. D., of Virginia, and the 
Rev. H H. Kavanaugh, of Kentucky, were 
elected bishops. Bishops Pierce and Kava- 
naugh are still living. The conference of 1858 
was held in Nashville, Tennessee. No bishop 
elected. In 1862 the conference failed to hold 
a regular session on account of the war. The 
conference of 1866 was held in the city of 
New Orleans, at which Rev. Wm, M. Wight- 
man, D. D. LL. D., of South Carolina, Rev. 
David S. Doggett, D. D., of Virginia, Rev. 
Enoch Marvin, of Missouri, and the Rey. 
Holland N. McTyeire, D. D., of Louis‘ana, 
were elected bishops. Bishops Marvin, Dog- 
gettand Wightman are dead. Bishop Mce- 
Tyeire is stil] living. May, 1870, the confer- 
ence was held in Memphis, Tennessee, at 
which Rey. J. C. Keener. D’ Dg of Louisiana, 
was elected bishop. The Rev, James A. Dun- 
can, D. D., of Virginia, came near being 
elected, and would have been elected but for 
the reason thata part of the delegates from 
Vigginia were unwilling ite part with him as 
president of the Randolph-Macon College, 
and on that account only did not vote for him. 
IN 1870. 

The conference of 18370 was the first at 
which there was an equal number of clerical 
and lay delegates. The venerable D’Archy 
Paul, of Petersburg, Va., was a member of 
that conference, and, as one of Dr. Duncan’s 
warmest friends, would not vote for him as 
bishop, because, as trustee of Randolph-Macon 
college, he did not see how he could be 
spared from the presidency of the college 
without irreparable damage to the fortunes, 
just then, of the institution. Others of Dr. 
Duncan's best friends, clericaland lay, took 
the same ground, and barely defeated his 
election to the episcopacy. In 1874 the gen- 
eral conference was held in Louisville, Ky. 
No bishop elected. In 1878 the conference 
metin Atlanta, Ga. No bishop elected. Now 
the conference of 1882 will meet in a few days 
in Nashville, Tenn., at which, by common 
consent, not less than four, probably five or 
six, bishops will be elected. 

A CURIOUS FEATURE, 

A curious feature in the election of bish- 
ops is that no nominations are made. The 
conference spends a short season in prayer 
and then proceeds to ballot, The drift of 
the vote points tothe man. Probably two 


'or three will be elected on the first batlot. 


The ordination of the bishops elect takes 
place on Sunday following the election. It 
is not improbable that Virginia, Georgia, 
Maryland, Missouri and Louisiana or Ken- 
tucky, possibly both, will be represented 
in the new bishops. This is conjecture from 
current opinion. 

Inthe general eonference all the great con- 
nectional interests of the church pass in re- 
view, such as the missionary work, the Sun- 
day-school cause, publishing interests, edu- 
cation, the administration of the bishops, 
conference boundaries and the formation 2f 
new conferences, etc. The general confer- 
ence is the only legislative Be in the Meth- 
odist church, and is at the same time tlie 
highest appellate court of the church. The 
sessions usually last for about three weeks, 
sometimes longer.

Suppression.

city court, and asked him if he had seen the 
editorial in Sunday’sConstirution, touching 
the vagraucy question... He lied that he 
had, and said: 
“In any. opinion, the law.on the subject of 
vagrancy isdefective.. It requires the state 
toassume the affirmative and:to prove a num- 
ber of negatives; tlie principal of which is 
that a man is able to work, and that he has no 
property to support him; and when we suc- 
ceed in eatabliship those two propositions we 
are further compefied to ‘show that he does 
not work. It is almost impossible to prove by 
direct testimony thata man has no property, 
and it ig very difficult to prove that he does 
not. work. Ihave tried a number of cases 
where the testimony showed that the defend- 
ant was seena greatnumber of times doing 
nothing. This proof would be met by the de- 
fendant, who would produce witnesses to 
swear that he was busily engaged at work all 
the time except when the state’s witnesses 
had seen him doing nothing... That of course 
generally results in an acquittal. In my 
Opinion the law ought to be amended so as to 
throw the onus upon the defendant to 
show by what ‘means she earns his 
liyelihood in the community. Judge Hoyt, 
the chairman of the board of 
commissioners of roads and _ revenues 
and myself, have had this matter under ad- 
vistment and we propose to get copies of the 
tramp laws;'gs they are called, from some of 
the New Eggland states, and then to prepare 
a.billand present itto. the. next legislature. 
We bope to be able to prepare a bill that will 
meet the exigencies of the trouble which 
seéms likely to increase.”
